The dead man was only identified by 
the papers found on his person, as he was 
a total stranger in the city; the man: who 
did the: shooting wé@s Fred L. Stephen- 
son, a railway clerk, who ves at No, 
366 Cooper street, * . 

Passengers on thé train knew very lit- 
tle about the killing, and there appears 
to have been no ey@ Witness to the deed. 
The affair occurred tn the smkoimg car. 
A pistol shot was heard and a man was 
seen to fall back dead. The man who 
was killed had been standing in the aisle; 
the man with the pistol in his hand was 
sitting pn a seat, 

The ¢onductor and a number of the 
passengers seized Stephenson and held 
him until officers came to take him. 

The dead man is believed to be James 
B. Ewing, the letters and papers found 
in his pockets peinting tn such a con- 
clusion. 

Two Men in the Smoker. 

When the Southern train left the. union 
depot for Chattanooga, at 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, gfere were two among 
the passengers who took seats in the smok- 
ing car. One was very drunk. and the 
other was a slim young man about twen- 
ty-four years of age. As soon as he got 
on, the train the man who was drunk 
fell over in his seat In a half stupor. When 
the train reached a point which would 
correspond to an extension of Alabama 
street, the slim young man arose from 
his seat and stopped opposite the man 
in the drunken sleep.

Constitution Bureau, Macon, Ga., De 
eember 22.—A mortgage for $1,000,000 was 
filea in the Bibb superior court this after- 
noon by the Macon Railway and Light 
Company to the North American Trust 
Company of New York. 

The railway has authorized the issue of 
$1,000,000 of negotiated coupon bonds for 
the purpose of retiring its outstanding is- 
sue; for the purpose of paying for prop- 
erty already acquired, and for the im- 
provement and extension of its plant. 
The bonds are dated January 1, 1903, and 
are for $1,000 each, the interest being 6 
per cent annually. 

Among the outstanding debts to be 
taken up are bonds of the Macon Consol- 
idated Street Railway Company amount- 
ing to $350,000... They are dated March 1, 
1899, and are secured by mortgage to the 
Ol@ Colony ‘rust Company, of Boston, 
Mags., as trustee, and upon the further 
payment and cancellation of a certain se- 
ries of bonds of the Metropolitdn Street 
Railway Company, known as the first 
mortgage bonds, amounting to $60,000, 
dated February, 1893, and segured by a4 
mortgage to the Southern Banking and 
Trust Company, of Atlanta, Ga.

MONEY TO SPARE 
IN ITS COFFERS 


Macon Well_ Fixed- Finan- 
cially—Treasurer’s Report 
Completed. 


Constitution Bureau, Macon, Ga., De- 
cember 22.—(Special.)—Tomorrow night 
the board of aldermen of the city of Ma- 
con will dea] with the finances of the 
city for the year 1908, and whe~ an ad- 
journment shal] have been taken the 
members of the board will be conversant 
with the amount of money the citv will 
receive and pay out during the year. 

The committee is composed of Burdick, 
second ward, chairman; CheStney, first 
ward; Massee, third ward; Masenberg, 
first ward; and Redmond, fourth ward. 

Macon’s income is by an assessment 
levied upon property and actual coin de- 
rived from various sources, railroad an- 
nuities, the hire of persons convicted in 
police court to the county commissioners, 
the amount coming from the county to 
the city annualy being $8,000; encroach- 
ments and réntal of lands and buildings 
belonging to the city, in addition to the 
usual taxes levied by the bodies munic- 
ipal. 

The treasurer’s report was completed 
late tonight and gsubmf.ced to the mayor 
for his signature before it nasses into the 
hands of the finance committee for trans- 
mission to the legislative body for con- 
sideration and adoption or rejection to- 
morrow night at the regular meeting. 

In making his report the treasurer, Hon. 
Addison R. Tinsley, bases his estimates 
upon the amount of money which came 
into the fund last year, ‘inis year Treas- 
urer Tinsley estimates the city’s income 
from all sources at $275,000, the figures 
being greatly in excess of the actual in- 
come for the.year just closing. 

In apportioning that sum to the warious 
departments which call for money 
throughout the year the treasurer set 
aside a goodly sum for a reserve. Then 
to each department he gives an aggregate 
for the year, and in no instance does that 
sum fall short of the amount set aside 
for it last year. 

The report in its every line is a source 
of gratification to every citizen of Ma- 
con who keeps pace with matters munic- 
ipal, It shows clearly that the city’s in- 
come is constantly growing and that the 
officials watching its disbursement are 
careful that no dollars are expended for 
which there is not an absolute demand. 
‘It demonstrates plainly that Macon as 
a money maker stints itself in not..ng 
calcujated to aavance the interests and 
the prosperity of the city and that while 
its officers are hunting diligently for 
every dollar due the body corporate, it in 
no instance makes the burden hard for 


to pay into the public till. 

It shows, too, that the city deals not 
generously with those who are serving 
it and liberally with those who are on 
the monthly pay roll.

A recent 
decision of the higher court has decided 
that it was the duty of the railroad com- 
pany to have watchmen at stopping 
points with authority sufficient to keep 
intruders Away from the rails when 
trains were due to pass. 

At the time the lad was injured there 
were no watchmen present, or if one 
was there he did not manifest his au- 
thority. Had the rules of the road— 
rules based upon the laws of the state— 
been catried out, it wOnld have been 
impossible for young Simpson to have 
lost his foot, as he would have been 
unable to have reached ¢he train at 
that point with ticket or without ticket. 
The value of the foot is placed by the 
attorneys at $8,000. Young Simpson was

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Death of Ex-Governor Boynton. 

The passing from life of Hon. James 
Stoddart Boynton, ex-governor of 
Georgia, will give unfeigned sorrow to 
his fellw-citizens in every section of 
the state.

The career of Governor Boynton was 
one of those typical of the struggles 
and triumphs of American youth.

A Northern View of Pensions. 

The equitable proposition to put con- 

federate pensions in Georgia upon the 
basis of help to the actually needing 
veterans, widows and orphans, deduct- 
ing at the same time from the list 
those who do not need the state’s as- 
sistance, is commended in eyery direc- 
tion. Even in northern and republican 
papers the priciple and generous spirit 
of Georgia’s past action in, the matter 
of pensions is lauded in connection 
with approval of the future policy 
above mentioned and for which The 
Constitution has argued so persistent- 
ly and with so much approval from 
genuine veterans all over the common- 
wealth. 
- Referring to the subject in eloquent 
terms of appreciation of the claims of 
needy confederate veterans to their: 
state’s care, the Providence, R. IL, Tel- 
egram says of The Constitution’s pro- 
posals in that behalf: 

The proposal is a ¢gredit to the common 
sense of those who advance it: and there 
are thinkers in the north, sincere pa- 
triots, who would not look askance at 
the promotion of a similar proposition for 
application to ‘the national pension sys- 
tem. 

Unfortunately for this nation, the 
pension policy inaugurated by the re- 
publican party was found to be a pow- 
érful: political weapon in its hands and, 
has been so used with tremendous ad- 
vantage in all lotal and national elec-. 
tions. By this’ fatuous marriage of 

Eratitnde. with. partisan ma- 
chinery thé scope and quantity of pen- 
sion largess has been expanded enorm- 
ously: Today a full’ million of ‘civil 
war pensioners are on the government 
pay rolls and the cost of them 
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ly averages $160,000,000, or more than 
the cost of the largest standing army 


in Burope. 


The burden and scandal of the sys- 
tem have been a long time impressing 
themselves upon the equitable side of 
the national conscience. The politi- 


‘cians have run riot with pension legis- 


Jation' in order’ to put oil upon the 
wheels of their personal party ma- 
chines in-every congressional district 
where republicanism is a political fac- 
tor. Any effort to oppose this process 
of indirect purchase of party support 
has been madly denounced, so that 
sincere patriots have abandoned the 
subject with disgust. 

The remark of The Providence Tele- 
gram, however, is one venturesome 
outcropping of a new spirit among the 
real patriots of the northern states. 
They begin to realize the offense of a 
bounty-fed army of parasites hanging 
onto the tottering forms of the real 
and deserving veterans of the nation, 
and some day: there will come over 
congress an awakening tothe fact that 
the pension rolls must be reformed 
on lines of justice and converted into 
a roll of honor indeed ayd in future 
regard. 
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False Precedents. 

Reverence for precedent may be a 
good thiag in maintaining,.the social 
equilibrium, -but it is sometimes a 
most mischievous and altogether in- 
comprehensible thing in its applica- 
tion to the administration of govern- 
ment. “Georgia récently gave an in- 
spiring illustration of the enlightened 
sense refusing longer to wabble under 
the worm-eaten yoke of precedent. 
We refer to the enactment of the last 
legislature changing the time of that 
body’s sessions from late fall to early 
summer. 

Representative DeArmond, of Mis- 
souri, has introduced in congress a res- 
olution having a similar object in view 
with reference to the adoption of a 
more rational time for convening the 
nation’s law-making body. The resolu- 
tion in question provides for the 
amendment of the constitution to fix 
Japuary 8 as the beginning of the term 
of a congress, providing further that 
no congress shall sit after the election 
of a new one, except when ‘called to- 
gether in extraordinary session, and 
that “emergency measures” alone 
shall be considered at such special 
session. | 

Representative DeArmond is a well- 
balanced national legislator of long 
service and this resolution of his has 
much to commend it. The December 
assembling of congress, with its de- 
moralizing holiday recess following 
so quickly thereafter has long been 
generally admitted to be: ill-timed. 
About the only argument in favor of 


the constitutional arrangement is the: 


possibility of the long session subject- 
ing members to a dog-day sojourn in 
Washington. There is neither sense 
nor expediency in convening a con- 
gress thirteen months after its election 
and allowing its predecessor, which, as 
sometimes happens, has been repudi- 
ated or discredited at the election held 
a month previous to its assembling, 
to continue to legislate, perhaps along 
opposite lines to those expressed as 
the majority will in the congressional 
election. The date of the assembling 
of congress, like that of inauguration 
day, seems to be merely endured 
through fear of committing a sacrilege 
upon hoary precedent. 

As The Boston Herald remarks: 

Here is the ‘aeight of injustice, not to 
say absurdity. No other nation in the 
world tolerates such a system or can 


te conceived as giving it a moment's con- 
sideration. Nothing but inertia continues 


it with us; there is no possible reason to ‘ 


be assigned in its favor. 


Castro’s Home Troubles. 

A phase of the Venezuelan trouble 
which seems to have been practically 
overlooked in the present diffuse dis- 
cussion of the complex situation in 
that gurbulent republic is the probable 
effect of the. European “demonstra- 
tion” in the Caribbean on local poli- 
tics. ‘The prevalent belief that the 
long, flerce revolution against the Cas- 
tro regime is at an end is erroneous. 
Actual hostilities are still in progress, 
and President Castro’s recent an- 
nouncement that he had succeeded in 
effectually crushing the revolt against 
his authority appears to have been a 
good deal in line with the pacification 
reports We were wont to hear from the 
Philippines during the memorable 


} 
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besieged by Generals Riera, Penalosa 
and Montilia. The water supply of the 
latter town has been cut off and its 
capture is daily expected. These and 
other rebél chiefs refuse to be pacifi- 
cated, receiving orders only from Gen- 
eral Matos. Ex-President Andrade, 
who has lately arrived at Curacoa from 
Colombia, refuses to make peace with 
Castro. The dispatch adds significant- 
ly that the revolutionisis, who are re 
doubling their activities, 
Castrg to be a stumbling block in the 
way of a settlement of the dispute 
with Germany and England.” ~ The 
principal residents of Caracas are al- 
leged to be advising the revolutionists 
to continue their efforts to overthrow 
Castro, and the president is said to be 
very apprehensive of an imminent re- 
eee of their attack upon the cap- 
tal. 

If this be true, the public will take 
with salt the reports from Caracas to 
the effect that the late rebels are mak- 
ing common cause with Castro in 
this hour of national peril from 
abroad. While it is true that General 
Hernandez and some of the least dan- 
gerous revolutionary leaders have 
been released from imprisonment upon 
satisfactory pledges, General Guerra 
and many other important reyolution- 
ists are still incarcerated. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the revolution still rages 
in Venezuela, and outside of Caracas 
the condition of the country is de 
scribéd as bordering on anarchy. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
allied European powers are striking 
at a time when Venezuela can scarce- 
ly be said to have a responsible gov- 
ernment—at any rate, at a time when 
the government is obviously in no con- 
dition to attempt the satisfaction of 
demands of the nature of those made 
upon it. Either the present remarka- 
ble assault from without will strength- 
en the hands’of Castro domestically, 
by patriotically unifying the Venezue- 
lan people, or it will destroy him by 
strengthening the hands of his domes- 
tic enemies. There are reasons to be- 
lieve that the outside world would 
much prefer to see the revolution in 
Venezuela succeed: Castro is as slip- 
pery as an eel diplomatically, and his 
creditors have about as much hope of 
pecuniary settlement with him as they 
would have of extracting blood from a 
turnip. He has run his government 
into bankruptcy, and the continuance 
of his power would offer nothing of 
encouragement, in so far as debtor’s 
honor is concerned. An insolvent na- 
tion, without even the will to pay its 
debts, is assuredly an aggravating 
proposition internationally. Possibly 
the, creditor powers timed their ulti- 
matum to turn the stormy tide of 
Venezuelan politics against Castro, 
hoping, with his submergence,-to see 
instated a local govermment that at 
least has the honor to want to pay its 
debts. 

Be this as it may, there appears to 
be a prospect of Castro’s overthrow by 
revolution, if the allied foreign bill- 
bluffers do no more than seize the cus- 
toms and blockade the ports of Vene- 
zuela. 

Truly, Castro is a man of troubles, 
and if he wins out against such tre 
mendous odds, he will have a right to 
wax more insolent with the conceit 
that he is a man of destiny. -

States department of agriculture, who, 
when shown a sample of the cane grown 
in Ware county, 10 feet long and weigh- 
ing from 6 to 8 pounds per stalk, said: 

“ “They are as fine as any sugar cane 
I have seen in the tropics.’ 

“The average growth of sugar cane in 
this county is 25,000 stalks.to the acre, 
and the average yield in sirup from 600 
to 700 gallons, which is selling right here 
at 40 cents per gallon, put up in any 
kind of package available; hence, if put 
up ina neat, uniform package, with an 
attractive label, would undoubtedly bring 
from 3 to @ cents per gallon whole- 
sale.’’ 7. 
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The Occupation Tax. 

The Savannah Press rejoices in the de- 
feat of the occupation tax at the session 
of the legislature just closed, and dis- 
cusses the question most interestingly im 
the editorial reproduced below.

“One of the real victories for the more 
corservative members of the generai as- 
sembly wus the defeat of that section of 
the tax act levying an occupation tax 
upon foreign corporations doing business 
in Georgia. This tax was to be graded 
according to the capital stock of the ecor- 
poration. Mvidentiy the idea was a wrong 
one, for a corporation with a very large 
capital stock at home might have opencd 
an office in Georgia and be conducting 
& very small business at the beginning, 
The city of Atlanta is filled with these 
.gencies and in the city of Savannah 
these companies have just started ware- 
houses and are using this port as a ship- 
ping and distributing point. Obviously a 
thcusand-dollar tax on these companies 
would have driven them from the state. 
Those in Savannah would have gone to 
Charleston or Jacksonville, while those 
in Atlanta would have gone to Birming 
ham or Chattanooga. The tide of devel- 
opment which hag just begun to flow 
southward would have been turned back- 
ward by the im tion of this tax. It is 
the policy of soutRern states now to in- 
vite new enterprises and to open the 
way for agencies to establish offices and 
to build warehouses. These corporations

Any one state which put up a 
barrier would have driven the corporation 
cff to another state.

In Memphis yesterday President Kava- 
nauth, of the Southern League, announc- 
ed that ten law suits st the Mem- 
phis association and Charley Frank had 
been quashed.

ceplance of Lighting Franchise 


Council and Aldermanic Board Agree 
to This, but Decline To Make 
Other Desired Changes in 
Franchise of Atlanta 
Electric Company. 


The Atlanta Electric Company now has 


' until March 16, 1903, to accept’or reject 
| the provisions of the 


ordinance which 
gives it the right to furnish electricity 
to customers in this city for heating, 
lighting and power purposes. 

Such is the effect of the action of coun- 
cil during the special session of yester- 
day afternoon. The aldermanic board 
also has approved ‘of the*change in the 
time for the acceptance of the franchise, 
and Mayor Mims will doubtless give the 
measure his approval within the next few 
davs., 

In his speech ‘before council yesterday 
afternoon Colonel A. H. Gox, the repre- 
sentative of the company,-stated that 
one of the New York attorneys of the 
company had been very ill at the time 
the franchise was granted. When he 
became well enough to attend to business 
the banker with whom the company had 
been negotiating had sailed for Europe. 
Theréfore, he said, it would be impossi- 
ble to finance the company until after 
the holidays. 

Colonel Cox also wanted other changes 
in the ordinance, but council declined to 
do more than extend the time for the 
acceptance of the provisfons of the ordi- 
nance, 

When the hour for the special meeting 
arrived, Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson being 
‘absent, City Clerk Campbell called the 
session to order and Alderman Welch 
was elected provisional mayor pro tem. 

Councilman Winn moved to hear from 
Colonel A. H. Cox, the representative of 
the Atlanta Electric Company. Colonel 
Cox stated the reasons why the company 
had not been able to finance itself up to 
the present time. 

He asked that the time for the accept- 
‘ance of the franchise be extended until 
March 16, 1998. He also requested that 
Other streets be substituted for those 
mentioned in the franchise as the ones 
upon which the system must be com- 
pleted within a specified time. He gave 
as the reason for this desired change in 
thegfranchise the fact that the streets 
mentioned are already well supplied with 
electricity and the consumers on them, 
he said, are bound by contracts of from 
two to five years to the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company. , 

Colonel Cox also asked that the com- 
party be allowed to furnish power in- 
stead of light on the streets mentioned, 
because, he said, lights may not be need- 
ed. 

Councilman Malvern Hill . announced 
that he favored giving the extension of 


time, but that he did not want to modify 


the ordinance. 

‘Let's grant him all the time he 
wants,’ said the councilman, ‘‘and then 
let the next council thresh out the mat- 
ter as we have done and make any mod- 
ifications that are wanted.’’ 

From Councilman Key came the fol- 
lowing ordinance by request of Colonel 
Cox: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council.of the city of Atlanta: 

“That the time for acceptance of the 
franchise granted Atlanta Electric Com- 
pany by ordinance approved October. 9, 
1902, and compliance with the conditions 
of such acceptance, be and the same is 
nereby extended up to and ipcluding the 
16th day of March, 1903. 

“Second. It is fur¥ser resolved and or- 
dained tha® subsection ‘‘j’’ of: section 2 
of said franchise be amended so as to in- 
sert therein. after the last named of the 
streets specfied therein, to wit, ‘Court- 
land street,’ and before: the words ‘the 
said bond in the sum of $40,000,’ the’ fol- 
lowing, ‘or: other work of like cnaracter 
within said city for, distributing of heat, 
light, or power equivalent to the work 
heféin specwied, in the judgment of the 
board of electrical control of the city of 
Atiatia.. ** | 

Alderman Woodward moved to amend 
by striking the second section of. the or- 
dinance. 

Councilman Key spoke in favor of the 
ordinance, stating that he favored mak- 
ing aS many concessions as possible to 
the new company in the interests of com- 
petition. 

Alderman LaHatte believed that a 
change is not needgd in the names of 
streets upon which the new system must 
be completed. 

“If we are to have competition,’ he 
said,* ‘‘the company must lay conduits in 
the center of the'‘city.”’ 

New firms are continually moving upon 
the central streets, he said. He favored 
the amendment of Alderman Woodward. 

Alderman Woodward said ne was tired 
of placing conduits in the streets to have 
them bought up bythe old companies. If 
the city attorney, he said, can put into 
the franchise such a provision as will en- 
able the city to compe] tae removal of 
the conduits in the event one company 
purchases the equipment of the other it 
would be all right. 

The first vote came on the amendment 
of Alderman Woodward, which was 
adopted, and immediately afterwards the 
ordinance as amended was adopted. Both 
were on viva voce votes. 

A motion to adjourn then prevailed. 

Immediately after tne session of coun- 
cil the aldermanic board met and con- 
curred in the favorable action of council 


on the ordinance.

Saxon court functions for the winter, in- 
chiding the New Year's reception, have 


been canceled. 

The foregoing paragraph in today’s offi- 
cia) journal, which was inserted by or- 
_ ger of the king and crown prince of Sax- 

ony, bas turned into truth what for sev- 
eral days past has been regarded as an 
incredible tale. The crown princess of 
Saxony, surrounded by her women in 
waiting and numerous attendants and 
servants of the royal household, has van- 
ished so utterly that the police of every 
kingdom of Europe have for ten days been 
unable to trace her. The official an- 
* nouncement was made in order to obtain 
the aid of tae general public in finding 
the princess and because the court fiction 
that she preferred to remain in retire- 
ment at Salzburg rather than to return to 
her husband and children at Dresden, 
cannot longer be maintained. 
She Was at Satzburg. 

Accompanied by the crown prince, the 
princess went to the castle of Emperor 
Fraficis Joseph, near Salzburg, a monta 
ago. A week after their arrival at the 
castie the prince broke his leg while 
hunting and was brought back to Dres- 
den. 

Tne princess, however, remained at the 
castle. Why she did so the people of the 
court did not know, except that, with 
gloomy tenacity the princess usually does 
what she pleases. For a little while this 
explanation sufficed; then fragments of 
gossip began_to reach Dresden. It was 
sald that the princess. had. surrendered 
herselftoe periods of nervous excitement 
and that her recent eccentricities of de- 
portment caused much concern to’ her 
suite and to some of the Austrain kin- 
folks, who were staying in the castle 
with her. It is now believed that she was 
under surveillance and if this is true it 
makes ner disappearance the more ¢Xx- 


traordinary. 
The narrative of events at Salzburg

as told in Dresden, is that thé princess, 
Who appeared to be in an unusually tran- 
quil mood. retired before 12 o'clock.

She awakened the 
jady in waiting and the latter, with other 
members of the princess’ suite, searched 
all the neighboring apartments, then the 
entire castle and finally the grounds of 
‘the castie for the princess, but no trace 
of the missing woman was found. At 
dawn the police of Salzburg were in- 
formed of the disappearance and inqui- 
ries weBe made throughout the whole 
countryside, but with no tangible result.

TOSHAKE FRANCE 


ndicaions re. The Dreyius 
Case Will Be Revived, 


Alleged That Relatives of Dreyfus 
Are Among the Heaviest Cred, 
itors of the Humberts—Sen- 
sational Developments 
Are Likely. 


Paris, December 22.—The extradition 
proceedings against the members of the 
Humbert family, who were arrested in 
Madrid Saturday, are being pushed rap- 
idly. The public awaits anxiously the 
return to Paris of the fugitives. Not 
since France was shaken by the Dreyfus 
affair has the country been so intensely 
interested as it is by the developments 
in this case. ‘For the moment the Ven- 
ezuelan trouble has become obscured and 
French newspapers are devoting their 
energies to elaborate presentations of the 
celebrated case. Some papers assert that | 
the arrest of the Humberts is only a pre- 
lude to even more sensational develop- 
ments which involve personages in the 
foremost rank of political, judicial and 


The indications: are that the Dreyfus 
matter will again be dragged before the 
public and, that there will be a renewal 
of the animosities of the anti-Semitic dis- 
cussion. Deputy Gauthier has taken the 
initiative in asserting that the relatives 
of Dreyfus are among the heaviest cred- 
itors of the Humberts, and that this al- 
leged, fact exercised an important in- 
fluence in the highest governmental quar- 
ters during the Dreyfus trial. Veiled al- 
lusions have -been made to some of the 
men mest prominent in public life, some 
newspapers even going so far as to name 
those alleged to figure directly or indi- 
rectly in the affair. 

When the chamber of deputies resumes 
its session the Humbert question probably 
will become one of’ the chief elements 
in politics. Already the matter has 
swayed ministers, and it caused the re- 
cent sensational tumult in the chamber. 
Plans have been formulated for the re- — 
turn of the Humbert party to Paris, and 
a number of the best men in the de- 
partment have been detailed to conduct 
the prisOémers across the frontier. The 
utmost precautions will be taken to pre- 
vent their escape and guard against the 
possibility of any of them committing 
suicide. 

A preliminary motion was made this 
afternoon on behalf of Mme. Humbert's 
daughter, asking for her provisional re- 
lease and committal to the custody of 
her grandmother, but this motion was 
refused by the court.

his home on Taylor Street at fifteen min- 
utes past 11 o'clock this morning. 

Around his bedside were gathered phy- 
sicians, nurses, his devoted wife and 
son, Luther J. Boynton, and his niece, 
Miss Sallie Maud Jones, of Atlanta. 

The cause of his death was heart fail- 
ure, produced by a complication of 
troubles from which he had suffered 
for many years. 

He was 69 years of age on the 7th of 
last May. 

His funeral will be held tomorrow at 
the First Baptist church at 3 o'clock and 
will be attended by the local -bar, of 
which he was president, and by the Ma- 
sons,’ Knights of Pythias, Odd Fellows 
and Red Men, of which he was an hon- 
ored member. * . 

With the passing of ex-Governor Boyn- 
ton, Griffin loses her most distinguished 
citizen and Georgia one of her greatest 
and best men. 

James Stoddard Boynton. 

was born in Henry county in 
1833. His father was of English 
descent, tracing his ancestry back 
to the time of William the Conqueror. 
His mother was of a South Carolina fam- 
ily of French extraction. :zifis parents, 
though not rich, were in easy circum- 
stances. 

He grew up on the farm and attended

He then determined to enter the weor- 
gia Military institute, at Marietta, but 
finding that ise estate left him by his 
father was not sufficient to p-- .us way 
through this institution, he was forced 
to give up this idea. He then entered 
Hearn’s schoo] at Cave Spring, where he 
pursued his studies until his funds gave 
out and he was forced to seek employ- 


ment to gain his living. 

He then returned to McDonough and 
read law under Colonel L. T. Doyal, one 
of the most distinguished lawyers. of that 
period. So active was he and so broad 
the scope of his mind that he accomplish- 
ed the unparalleled feat of mastering the 
principles of law in seven weeks. 

At the October term of the superior 
court in 1852 he was admitted to the bar, 
“being at that time only 19 year« age. 
On November 15 he moved to. Monticeltw 
and without friends, money or influence 
set up a law office, and to the surprise 
of every one succeeded. 

In 1858 jhe moved to Jackson, where he 
went into partnership with Colonel James 
R. Lyon and rose rapidly in his profes- 
sion and in the good opinion of his fellow- 
citizens. In 1860 he was ..ected ordinary 
of Butts county. ° 

Though opposed to secession and ex- 
empt from military duty oy virtue of his 
office, "he responded to the first cal] to 
arms and enlisted as a private in the 
Thirteenth Georgia reriment. 

In this capacity -he serveu for seVen 
months. On the reorganization of the 
regiment in 1862 he was elected major 
and in the December following was made 
lieutenant colonel. 

His regiment served at Savannah, 
Charleston, Wilmington and other east- 
ern points, and in May 1863, was ordered 
to Jackson, Miss, It shared the fortunes 
of the western army and was always 
found in the thickest of the fight. Dur- 
ing this campaign Colonel Mangham was 
disabled and Lieutenant Colonel Boyn- 
ton was commissioned as colonel. He 
commanded his regiment at Chickamauga, 
Missionary Ridge, Dalton and in the 
series of fights between Cnattanooga and 
Atlanta. Not once while he was in com- 
mand did his regiment go into battle ex- 
cept under his leadership. While leading 
a charge near Decatur in the battle of 
Atlanta, he was stricken down in front 
of his command on July 22, 1864. As a 
result he was detained from his com- 
mand until January, 1865, when he return- 
ed to it. but was so disabled that he 
was unable to remain in active gervice. 

In 1863 Colonel Boynton had moved his 
family to Griffin, amd here he again 
took up the practice of_law at the close 
of the war. In 1866 he was made judge 
of the county court of Spalding county, 
which position he held for severa] years. 
He was mayor of ‘riffin from 1869 to 1872. 
For the next eight years he devoted his 
energies entirely to his law practice. 

In 1880 he was elected to represent the 
twenty-sixth senatorial district in the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, and was unan- 
imously elected president, In 1882 he was 
again elected to the senate and was one 
more made president without opposition.

BEAUTIFUL PALACE FATED > 
FOR A GAMBLING HELL 
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Special Corresponence. 


Vienna, December 12.—It is ,again re- 
ported that the ill-fated empress of Aus- 
tria’s Achilleion, often declared to be the 
most beautiful place of residence in the 
world, is to be sold to a Belgian syndi- 
cate which will turn it into an inter- 
national gaming establishment after tne 
model of the Casino at Monte Carlo or 
Ostend. 

It would indeed be an irony of fate if 
the noble Greek temple erected by Bliza- 
beth ef Austria were turned into a com- 
mon gambling hell. The villa is situated 
on a cliff with an outlook upon the deep 
blue waters of the Mediterranean across 
to the rugged coast of Albinia on one side 


and over the picturesque scenery of Cor- 


fu on the other. It is surrounded by a 
forest of ‘tropical beauty waere oranges 
and lemons and other fruits of the south 
grow in abundance. The villa- itself is 
built in ancient Greek, style and furnish- 
ed in the same way as the residence of 
the ancient GreeKs and Romans. Models 
found on the site of Pompeii and in many 
Italian museums were used for this pur- 
pose and every single article of furniture, 
every piece of decoration, every statue 
and every picture was selected by the em- 
press herself. Nearly all the statues and 
pictures were made and painted especial- 
ly for tne Achilleion according to the In- 
structions given by the empress, who was 
as great an artist as she was classical 
scholar and modern linguist. 

Near the villa, in the surrounding park, 
was a temple erected to the memory of 
the German poet, Heine, of whom the 
empress was an enthusiastic admirer. The 
central figure of the temple is a magnifi- 
cent statue of Heine and tne empress 
knew no greater pleasure than to sit In 
front of this monument and to read 
Heine’s works, imagining that the poet 
himself was present. The erection of the 
villa, occupied eight years and it was 
completed in 1872 at a total cost of nearly 
including the won- 
derful works of art collected under its 
roof, 

Thenceforth it was the empress’ favo- 
rite place of residence, where sae with-

most burdensome to her. At the Achilleion 
she gathered around aer’ a few chosen 
friends, women of literary tastes like 
herself,.and lived a quiet, simple country 
life. Every day she made long excursions 
on foot through the plantations of Corfu 
and many were the works of charity she 
performed among the poverty-stricken 
Greek occupants of the island, They 
came to regard ner as a good angel sent 
from heaven to minister to their wants, 
but her long periods of sojourn at the 
Achilleion exposed her to the reproach of 
neglecting her duties as the emperor's 
wife and made her extremely unpopulat 
with the Viennese, wao resented her dis- 
like to their gay city. One of her most 
constant companions at the Achilleion 
was a Greek dwarf named Dr. Christoma- 
nos, who was her tutor in Greek classics 
and has since written the best existing 
account of the empress’ daily life. 

After the tragic deata of the crown 
prince, her only son, in 1889, the empress 
gathered all her jewelry, put it in a 
heavy case and had it thrown into the 
sea, declaring that her life would hence- 
forth be so unhappy that she could never 
again bear to sce pearls and diamonds, 
the symbols of wealth and social enjoy- 
ment. She erected a statue to her son in 
the grounds of the Achilleion and for 
hours together she would kneel in front 
of’ it- praying and weeping. After this 
cruel blow her desire for retirement in- 
creased and Acailleion became her place 
of residence during eight or niné months 
of the year. Her last visit was a ew 
months before her tragic death. 

Since her assassination the villa has 
been left just as it was in her time. The 
Emperor Francis Joseph always disliked 
the place, because it robbed ais court of 
his wife, who, he thought, ought to have 
been at his side and on account of the 
monument to Heine. whose very name 
he, in cOmmon with most Austrian Ro- 
man. Catnolics, detested as that of a 
godless sceptic and poet of discontent and 
revolution.

TREATY GOING TO THE SENATE. 


House Will Not Pass on the Cuban 
Convention. 

Washington, December 22.—President 
Roosevelt has let it be known that L<-fore 
he reached his decision t6 send the Cuban 
reciprocity treaty to the senate and not 
to the house he consulted freely the lead- 
ers of the house and the members of his 
cabinet. After mature consideration it 
was determined that it was unnecessary 
to send the Cuban treaty to the house, 
notwithstanding the fact that it affected 
revenues of the government. Precedents 
were looked up carefully. It was found 
that previous reciprocity treaties had 
been sent directly to the senate for rati- 
fication. This was notably true of tne 
Newfoundland treaty. which is regarded 
as being on allfours with the Cuban 
treaty. No objection ever was raised to 
the consideration by the senate alone of 
that treaty. 

It can be said to be the purpose of the 
president, when the Cuban treaty shall 
have been ratified by the senate to send 
a message to both branches of congress 
with a recommendation for such enabling 
legislation as will make the treaty oper- 
ative. This will afford the house full op- 
portunity. It is expected to stamp with 
its approval and its individuality the ne- 
gotiations for reciprocity with Cuba.

ments between the station at Table Head, 
Glace Bay, and FPoldhu, Cornwall, Mar- 
coni has at last succeeded in establishing 
communication across the Atlantic by 
wireless telegraphy, announced in the 
statement given out yesterday. 

“We should have been in a position to 
transmit messages much sooner but for 
delays in obtaining macnainery of all 
kinds. We are, as you can see, some- 
‘what out of the world here, and often 
we had to send as far as Montreal for 
parts of machinery. This, of course, de- 
layed us greatly, even after the first 
Message was sent. A slight defect was 
found in ope of the instruments and it 
Tequired two days to remedy this.and I 
eannot tell you definitely when we. shall 
have our station ready for commercial 
purposes. All tanat is-required here is 
organizing, which is merely a matter of 
@ little time. I shall remain here some 
time and then proceed to the Cape Cod 
station and from there to Cornwall to 
make arrangements for opening for com- 
mercial purposes.’’

Facts About Venezuela. : 


For and Against Eight 
‘Hour Bil-- What. Will 
the Senate Do?

In‘ view of* the’ present -interest -in the 
South American situation, different de- 
partments of the government are busily 
putting forth statistical information rela- 
tive to Venesuela. The most interesting 
of these come from the bureau of military 
information ‘oft the..war department.’ 

Recent. military:/advices,  .con,sential 
an@ otherwise; are quoted to show that 
thére are today: in the ‘control ofthe 
Venezuelan’ ‘government 32,240 Mauser 
rifles and 9,000 more or Jess obsolete Rem- 
ingtons. President Castro's total avail- 
able force, regular and volunteer, is fixed 
at a possible maximum of 40,000. The 
Venezuelan army lst at the last report 
carried four generals in chief, besides 
Castro and his war minister; twenty- 
eight commanding generals, 1,469 other 
generals, approximating one general for 
every twenty-five guns. This is regard- 
ed a fair index to the organization of 
Venezuela's fighting force. 

The President ani “Old Bill.” 

Judge Howard Palmer, of Atlanta, mo- 

nopolized the attention of Presidgnt 
Roosevelt one afternoon last week ‘to the 
ill-concealed discomfort, if not disgust, 
of a number of promfinent statesmen who 
were cooling their heels on the outside 
of the president's room, 
' The occasion for this monopoly of pres- 
idential attention by the Atlanta attorney 
was no matter of great state importance. 
Judge Palmer, who had merely called 
to pay his respects, had happened to 
strike upon a subject close to the presi- 
dent’s heart, and in his enthusiasm over 
that particular subject the president for 
the time forgot everything else. 

The subject was Old Bill Sewell, of 
Maine. 

Last year, or perhaps the year before, 
Judge Palmer was a member of a hunt- 
ing party up in Maine which had Bill 
Sewell as its gtide. At the time that 
Billi was not engaged either in the active 
pursuit of game ,or the more important 
avocation of superintending the cooking 
for the party he was talking about the 
days when he and Roosevelt were to- 
gether in the far west. He thinks that 
Theodore Roosevelt is the greatest man 
on the face of the earth; and it is evi- 
dent that this admiration is reciprocated, 
for the moment -that.Judge Palmer men- 
tioned Old Bill the “president turned his 
back on everybody else to discuss that 
individual with the Atlanta man. 

In his talk* with Judge Palmer, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt corroborated the report 
that the famous guide and trapper is to 
be a guest at the white house some 
time this winter. The president has in- 
sisted upon Bill and Mrs. Sewell, both of 
them typical down east yankees from 
the Maine woods, coming to Washington 
to be his guests at the white house, 

One other interesting fact was brought 
out during this conversatign: Old Bill is 
the only man in America who in writing 
to the president addresses him as 
“Friend Roosevelt.’’ ¥ 

e One American Diplomat. ~-, 
The appointment of Lloyd Griscom to be 
minister to Japan, to succeed Colonel 
Buck, was being discussed in the com- 
mittee room of foreign affairs the other 
Cay, when Mr. Hitt, of Illinois, chairman 
of the oommittee, told an interesting 
story. It should be explained at the out- 
set that this committee is the one to 
which the applications of the members of 
the diplomatic and consular service for 
increase of salary come. 

Without neming any names, Mr. Hitt 
referred to a young diplomat whose post 
ef service is farthest away from Wash- 
s¢ngton and in a country with which the 
United States practically has no diplom: 
atic business) Members of the committee 
figured it out that this must be Persia, 
and the gentleman in question must be 
Mr. Griscom, who has held the Persian 
mission for a short fime.

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What the senate will do with the eight- 
hour bill is a topic of political conversa- 
tion at present among senators and repre~ 
sentatives. This bill has passed the house 
three times, afterward being strangled 
in the senate without ever coming to @ 
vite. As one of the couset for the govern- 
ment cohtractors remarked the other. day, 
the house passed the ‘bill for two reasons. 
First, because they feared the labor vote. 
of the coutry, and, secondly, because they. 
felt sure that the senate, as a paternally, 
corrective body, would ‘see the evils of the 
measure and kilj it. 

There is no doubt but this matter I's 
worrying the republican leaders in con- 
gress, especially in the senate. By many 
members of the senate the bill is regarded 
as a dangerous piece of class legislation. 
This element is determined to prevent 
a vote being taken on it this session, 
and to accomplish this end is prepared 
to put every parliamentary obstacle pos- 
sible in the way of ita consideration. 

Proctor Primed for Fight. 

Senator Proctor, of Vermont, has been 
quoted as saying that he is determined to 
defeat the bill if he has to speak against 
it every day during the remainder of the 
session. The Vermont senator finds him- 
self in the same position as many of 
his colleagues who are being deluged with 
telegrams and letters from the manufac- 
turing interests in their respective states, 
demanding that the bill be defeated. 

The most perplexing problem attached 
to this proposed legislation from the 
standpoint of many senators is found in 
the statements made by opponents of the 
bill. Representatives of the great ship- 
building and steel manufacturing plants 
of this country and members of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers have 
announced in the most positive terms that 
their concerns will not countenance gov- 
ernment work if the measure is placed 
on the statute books of the country. Ac- 
cording to the government contractors 
this will mean that the government of the 
United States must hereafter manufac- 
ture everything it has use for from a lead 
pencil to a battle ship, from an army 
shoe to a 16-inch gun, for the contractors 
argue that under an eight-hour law they 
could not at the same time obey the pro- 
visions of such an act and meet the rigid 
specifications prescribed in government 
contracts, not to speak of the great in- 
jury to the discipline and commercial out- 
put of their plants in having in the same 
establishment one force of men working 
eight hours on public work and another 
ten hours on private jobs. 

Might Lead To Embarrassment. 

That such a situation would seriously 
embarrass the army and navy of. the 
United States there is no question in the 
minds of legislators who are students of 
the problem, and many of them are de- 
bating in their minds the remark mads 
the other day before the senate committes 
on labor by Edwin 8S. Cramp, who said if 
an eight-hour law had been’ enacted 
twenty years ago the battle of Santiago 
‘would ‘niever have been fought, because it 
would have been impossible for,his works 
to have turned out the battle ships which 
destroyed Cervera’s fleet. 

Another pertinent instance of how such 
a law would set back the progress of the 
American navy twenty years is demon- 
strated in the fact that under such a stat- 
ute the manufacturers of the. latest im- 
proved water tube boilers would refuse to 
supply them to the United States vessels, 
such a declaration being made to the sen- 
ate committee last Friday by the man- 
ufacturers’ representative, Judge L. F. 
Payson, and as these boilers are amply 
protected by patents it would be impossi- 
ble for this government, even if it were 
so disposed, to manufacture them for the 
navy. The consequences would be that 
al] new war ships would be compelled to 
use the old-fashioned boilers, now almost 
obsolete, Which would be a’ deplorable 
condition, as the boilers of a ship are its 
very vitals. =. 

Navy Tests and Immense Cost. 


Another point’ which has escaped the 
attention of many would be the inability 
of contractors to meet the conditions of 
the navy department and the provisions 
of the bill in testing a vessel. The navy 
department requires a continuous test of 
forty-eight hours; under the bill this 
would be almost impossiole, to say noth- 
ing of being impracticable, as the con- 
tractors would have to have three dif- 
ferent crews on board the vessel, not to 
mention other complications that would 
arise. It has been pointed out that the 
recent tests of submarine boats in Pe-*y 
conic bay’ would never have taken place 
if the provisions of an eight-hour law 
had been in force unless the contractors 
felt justified in penalizing themselves in 
disobeying its mandates, 

It is this same penalizing clause 
in the bill that its opponents de- 
declare is not only viciously unjust, but 
unconstitutional. It provides that on the 
word of an inspector charging a contrac- 
tor with having worked Ris men—it may 
be only a few seconds over eight hours— 
the contractor is fined $% a day 
per man, and any money due 
him from the government is at 
once tied up until the case is de- 
cided either for or against him. To big 
plants like the Homestead and Bethlehem 
steel works and the Cramp ship yards, 
where thousands of men are employed, 
this would mean an enormous loss of 
money. 

The Question of Time. 
‘Another great loss which would de- 
volve upon the contractors is due to the 
additional time which would be required 
to fill contracts under this law. It now 
takes thirty months to complete a battle 
ship, and on various parts of the ship 
men are employed ten and twelve hours 
a Gay. If ® per cent of the day’s labor 
is taken off by this law, as it is reason- 
able to presume it will be, it means that 
it will take thirty-six months to con-

tional in many instances by the supreme 
court of those jurisdictions. Thhe latest 


the decision of the supreme court of the 
state of Ohio, which declared a week ago 
that the eight-hour law in that state was 
not only -unconstitutional, but a menace 
to personal liberty. 

A number of the able lawyers in the 
senate who have studied this bill are of 
the opinion that the regulation, of the 
hours of labor is the.exercise of a police 
power. They advance the argument that 
congress has power to enact police regu- 
lations in its territories and over works 
nS tg exclusivély to the government, 
but that it cannot, directly or indirectly, 
under color of a ctontfact, extend this 
power over and among the states. The 
states have never surrendered this power 
to the federal government, but are con- 
stantly availing themselves of it in this 
very regard by enacting laws restraining 
the hours of labor. These are suited to 
local conditions, such: as climate and the 
nature of the work named.

Tokio, Japan, December 6, via San 
Francisco. December 22.-(Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.)—Colonelk Alfred 
B. Buck, Tnited States minister to Japan, 
died suddenly of heart failure on the 4th 
instant, while attending a duck hunt as 
the guest of the Japanese emperor. The 
guck-hunting parties are annual state af- 
fairs, to which all the highest diplomatic 
and state officials are invited. Colonel 
Buck was standing at the western side of | 
a pond, net in hand, waiting for a signal, 
when he suddenly staggered and fell to 
the ground. He was at once conveyed to 
the rest house, where various means were 
tried to call him back to life, without f 
avail, by a physician from Gyotoku and 
Surgeon Nagarv, of the military hospital 
at Korodal. 

In the afternoon the body of the min- 
ister wets earried to the legation on a 
ftretcher. Th: wide sympathy shown by 
the Japanese government and the press 
speaks atrongly of the high esteem in 
which the dead diplomat was held. A 
large number of the members of the 
foreign diplomatic corps and Japanese 
¢ficials visited the legation to express 


their condolences. : 
The. remains of the minister were em- 
balmed and the funeral services, which 
will be of an impressive character, will 
be held at Trinity cathedral, Tokio, on 
next Monday morning, the 8th instant. 
Afterwards the remains will be escorted 
by a Japanese guard of honor to the sta- 
tion en route to Yokohama, where they 
will be met by citizens. Escorted by a 
corps of Japanese merines, the funeral 
on will move to the United States 
naval hospital, where the body willbe 
deposited in the mortuary vault pending 
the arrival of the steamer Korea, on 
which they will be conveyed to San Fran- 
cisco.

Cannot Collect, Supreme - 
‘ Court Holds, 


Washington, 
of the effect of murder upon a life in- 
surance policy when issued upon the life 
of the murderer was today passed upon 
by the United States supreme court in an 
opinion delivered by Justice Brewer. 

The case in which the opinion was de- 
livered was that of 8. M. Burt v. the 
Union Central Life Insurance Company. 
William F. Burt, of Travis county, Texas, 
Was the name of the man insured. His 
policy was made payable to his wife; An- 
nie M. Burt, and in case of her death, to 
his executors. During the following year 
Burt's wife died, and he afterwards was 
charged with her murder, and found 
giAty and executed. 

Afterwards the heirs of the estate made 
an effort 4o collect the policy, but the 
insurance company resisted payment. The 
lower courts, including the court of ap- 
peals Tor the fifth circgit, sustained the 
protest of the company, and today's 
opinion affirmed the decision of the court 
of appeals, holding the policy invalid on 
the ground that to sanction payment un- 
Ger the circumstances would be contrary 
to public policy. 

Stating the question at issue Justice 
Brewer said it was ‘‘whether an ordinary 
life policy, containing no applicable spe- 
cial provision, is a binding contract to in- 
Sure against a legal execution for crime; 
in other wilds. do insurance policies in- 
sure asguinst crime?’’ 

Proceeding to pass on the case, the jus- 
tice said: 

“It cannot be that one of, the risks 
covered by contracts of insurance is the 
crime of the insured. Thefe is an im- 
plied obiigntion on his part fo do nothing 
wrongtuliy to accelerate e maturity 
of tie pulicy. Public policy forbids the 
iusertiou im a contract of a condition 
whith wuuid tend to induce crime, and 
as it forbids the introduction of such a 
stipulation it also forbids the enforce- 
ment of a contract under circumstances 
which cantuvt be lawfully stipulated for.”’ 

Taking up the contention that Burt did 
not commit the murder attributed to him, 
Justice Brewer said that if that were 
true the action could be maintained only 
on the assumption that there had been a 
failure oi justice in the criminal case, and 
he asked if it were possible that there 
can be a voulract of insurance against the 
miscarrluge of justice. This, he said, 
would be in the natyre of a wager, and 
a wager intended to pervert the course of 
ae justice was contrary to public 
po cy.

When he spoke here during the campaign 
Mr. Heyward declared that, if elected, 
he’ would enforce the dispensary law in 
Charleston to the best of his ability. The 
jaw has been flagrantly violated in 
Charleston. Men who are opposed to the 
state's contro! of the liquor traffic say 
that the law is unpopular, and that the 
pest means of bringing about its death is 

rigid enforcement. 

An illustration of the way the law is 
regarded was given the other day when 
the proprietor of a music hall admitted 
that he was running a tiger. He did this 
under oath and for the purpose of defend- 
ing @ young woman charged with theft. 
The manager said that a visitor who al- 
jeged that he was robbed by an actress 
was not robbed, but had squandered $110 
for wine. 

No Beer at Isle of Palms. 

Acting, it is claimed, under instructions 
from the state board of liquor control, 
the county board has revoked the beer 
privilege at the Isle of Palms, which did 
not expire until April 1. 

It is charged that the privilege was 
abused; that it was transferred to other 
persons than those elected by the board, 
and.that a well regulated saloon was 
gperated under the guise of state conces- 
sions. Members of the board say that 
they were criticised for allowing the con- 
ditions to continue, and on this account 
the license was withdrawn after a con- 
sultation with the higher board in Co- 
jumbia.

| Receivers Asked for W., B,

If the national republican rty 
intended to act sincerely in maint ee | 
the policy of enfranchisement they fore 
on us in 1867, it cannot ignore t state 
action in Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Alabama, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, by which new constitutions 
are substituted, regulating suffrage, in 
defiance of the fifteenth amendment. This 
is the act of the state. My recommenda- 
tion was that congress our to seat 
senators and representatives from states 
elected on such defective constitutions, 
until those states, in their own way and 
by their own processes, amend their fun- 
damental conditions to harmonize with 
the constitution of the United States. I 
am opposed to “force bDills,’’ federal elec-
